Place a slice of the fruit ou the raw

gelat- 


inous. 
Enzyme, the active principle of 


the juke, can be obtained by throwing 
salt into the juice, thus producing 
a 


precipitate.

at all, but a very wonderful structure 
consisting almost entirely of pure chalk 
and having been at one time loosely 
imbedded in tbe substance 
of some de- 


parted cuttlefish. 
It is an oval bone, 


white and hard on the outside, but soft 
and friable within, and is inclosed by 
a membranous 
sack within the body of 


the cuttle.

a medicine, but itis now used by gold- 
smiths as a polish and by bird fanciers 
as food for caged birds.

T his verbiage, th ere­ 
fore, if it means anything, merely 
seeks to perpetuate existing co n d i­ 
tions, as far as they are concerned. 
T hey are 
the 
ne 
plus 
u ltra 
of 
efficiency. 
T his sort of taffy will 
hardly go with the voters. 
It can 
and will be shown th at we are a long 
way from the goal in this regard. 
Theu again the fling about the assess­ 
or having his office at the county 
seat open all the year round during 
office hours, insidiously adding, “ as 
the law contem plates.” 
Where does 
' the law, either in express term s or 
by im plication, require the assessor 
to do this. 
Did the framers of this 
u ltra partisan platform imagine they 
could make a point in favor of their 
candidate, and against the present 
republican assessor by such a plank 
m isleading and untrue. 
The county 
governm ent act says: 
“ The following officers m ust reside 
at the county seat of their respective 
cou nties: 
County 
clerk, 
auditor, 
recorder, sheriff, d istrict attorney, 
tax-collector, 
and 
treasurer. 
All 
county officers must have their offices 
at the county seat, and the sheriff, 
clerk, 
recorder, 
auditor, 
treasurer 
and d istrict attorney m ust keep their 
offices open lor the transaction [ot 
business from 9 a. in. un til 5 p. m. 
non judical days excepted.” 
Tbe assessor being 
omitted from 
th is list, the ouiy infeieuce to be 
drawn is flatly contradictory ot the 
democratio platform, namely th at the 
law does not “ contem plate” th at the 
assessors shall have his office open 
du rin g office hours at the county seat 
all the year round. 
There is n oth in g 
to be gained by m isrepresentation, 
even in a dem ocratic platform , which 
according to tradition is generally 
m eant 
to 
hoodwink 
the 
voters. 
There is nothing to be gained by the 
assessor having his office open as the 
plattorm wants. 
I t would increase 
the cost of governm ent w ithout any 
corresponding benefit. 
From A ugust 
to March the assessor has practically 
nothing to do with taxpayers. 
His 
books 
are 
turned 
over 
to other 
officials. 
Perhaps the democrats are 
liguring 
to 
fasten another berth on 
an already over burdened com m unity, 
in the shape of a deputy assessor “ all 
the year ro u n d .” I t is a move in the 
direction of extravagance and sine­ 
cure officers, rather than of economy 
and the public welfare. 
Then again the proposition of each 
county being aUowed a representative 
of its own in tlm state legislature, is

The story of the early life, transfor­ 
mation and final death of the Chinese 
quail Is the most remarkable that !■ 
found in the ornithological literature of 
the world. The narrative in all Its un­ 
reasonableness is found in the story of 
om chung, which Is the name the Chi 
nese quail is known by when at home 
In the Flowery Kingdom.

Fifty of these become fish and the oth­ 
er fifty are worms of the same species 
as the parent. The fish that has come 
into existence In this curious manner 
also lays 100 eggs a year. Fifty of 
these become w ater denizens after the 
image of their parent, and the others 
become birds of the famed om chung 
family. These om chrmgs, or Chinese 
quails, 
never 
breed, 
and 
are 
only 
brought Into existence as above related. 
We give the above not as a literal fact, 
but as a specimen of the Chinese idea 
of evolution.

STAPLES FREE. 


On ^lotion of District Attorney the 


Case is Dismissed. 


The case of People vs F. M. Staples 
was 
brought to a close 
yesterday 
afternoon, by tbe dism issal of tbe 
proceedings, aud release of tbe de­ 
fendant. 
The defendant's counsel, 
A. C am inetti, was present, but took 
no part in the finale, other than as 
an on looker. 
There was no occasion 
for any effort on his pait, as the d is­ 
trict attorney assumed all the re­ 
sponsibility of the matter, and made 
the m otion for the prisoner’s d is­ 
charge. 
The d istrict attorney stated, 
that tbe defendant had been found 
guilty of murder in the first degree 
for the k illin g of his wife, Edna May 
Staples, on August 31, 1904, without 
recommendation. 
On appeal to the 
supreme cou it, the verdict was re­ 
cently set aside, and 
a new trial 
ordered. 
This decision was 
based 
alm ost entirely on tbe insufficiency 
of the evidence to warrant the ver­ 
dict. 
He had made inquiries since, 
and found it im possible to present 
any more evidence 
than was pro­ 
duced at the foim er tr ia l; in fact, 
the prosecution would not be able to 
present as strong a case as it did 
then. 
The decision of the higher 
couit meant 
that tbe 
prosecution 
must either present more evidence or 
dism iss the case. 
It was beyond his 
power to get additional evidence, and 
therefore he felt it his duty to move 
that tbe case bn dism issed aud de­ 
fendant discharged. 
The court remarked that the ver­ 
dict had been set aside solely on the 
ground of insuffioent evidence, and 
uot on the rulings of the court. 
All 
the court rulings had been sustained, 
except one, and that did not chaDge 
the view of the court. 
If reversal 
of tbe judgm ent had 
been on tbe 
rulings, the court would have been 
inclined to deny the m otion to dis 
miss, as the errors m ight bo avoided 
in another trial. ' Bnt as it was the 
motion was granted, and the defend­ 
ant ordered discharged from custody. 
Thereupon E. N. Staples left the 
court room a free man. 
There was 
uo one present in the court room 
while these proceedings were had, 
except the officers of the court and a 
representative of the Ledger. 
F. N. Staples 
has been in 
jail 
eighteen months. 
He is 
looking 
well; and does not seem to have lost 
flesh ur suffered 
m entally 
by his 
long im prisonm ent.

A DIABOLICAL ACT. 


Powder Trap Laid in Kennedy 


Mine. 


Reports are current on the street of 
one of the most dastardly outrages 
that we have been called upon to 
chronicle. 
It was at the Kennedy 
mine. 
Fortunately, 
the 
plot m is­ 
carried, as it was revealed in a way 
that did not involve injury to life or 
limb. 
'There 19 ilttle doubt, how­ 
ever, that it was a scheme to k ill. 
This is how the story is reported to 
us. 
Sunday aud Monday underground 
operations were suspended to enable 
the company to 
do the 
necessary 
work to adjust the safety clutches to 
the skips. 
On Saturday night one of 
the drill men known as Liberatto, an 
Italian—his correct name we believe 
is D eV ecchio—and his partner left a 
hole half drilled. 
This was at tbe 
2700 level. 
It is no uncommon thing 
to leave a hole over night in this 
shape. 
The finishing of the hole was 
left for Tuesday. 
There were there­ 
fore over two days that the half d rill­ 
ed hole was left. 
Un going to work 
Tuesday, and continuing the drilling, 
giant powder cap was reached after 
drililng 
a 
very 
short 
distance. 
The cap was exploded 
but did no 
damage. 
Of course the fact of find­ 
ing a cap in this manner awakened a 
suspicion 
of 
foul 
play. 
An in 
vestigation was 
made, 
revealing a 
deliberate and m alicious plot to kill. 
In tbe interval of suspension ot work, 
ome one had drilled a hole with the 
machine in a diagonal course, so that 
when the regular drillers completed 
the half bored hole it would strike 
this unsuspected hole. 
'This hole had 
been charged with eight or nine caps 
and two 
sticks 
of giant 
powder. 
There was no fuse, 
and the opening 
of the 
drilled holo 
was carefully 
plugged up with dirt, so as to conceal 
it. By a m iracle one of the caps went 
off without firing the rest or explod­ 
ing the powder. 
Had the chaige e x ­ 
ploded it would have blown them to 
pieces. 
It is said that DeVecchio refused 
to walk out in the strike that was 
inaugurated a mouth ago by the red 
flag organization. 
The supposition is 
that this outrage was the outgrowth 
of that affair. 
The machine must have been shitted 
to bore this trap hole. 
The drill 
left in the hole by the regular work­ 
ers had been taken out, and a shorter 
one—the one that had bored the con 
cealed 
hole—had been left 
in its 
place. 
The machine had been moved 
back to its former place, so as not to 
awaken suspicion. 
The workers were 
uot aware of the substitution of drills 
u n til the whole plot had been un­ 
covered. 
It is supposed that 
the 
work was done 
between 
Baturday 
evening aud Sunday morning.

DAY CELEBRATION, 


Successfu 
Affair ail Round. 


A Destructive Fire, 


In the height of the labor day cele­ 
bration a heavy column of smoke was 
observed just 
south of town, aud 
many were anxious to ascertain its 
whereabouts. 
It proved to bo on the 
ranch of Geo. L. 'Thomas,—the old 
Clark place, á m ile from town. 
The 
barns, hay, slaughter-house [for the 
butchering business were all located 
there. 
The fire broke out about 1 
o ’clock in the afternoon. 
D. Gian-

succeeded in liberating three or tour 
horses belonging to Thomas, 
which 
were inclosed in the corral. 
But for 
precaution the anim als would surely 
have perished. 
No one knows how or 
in what

time, 
were 
Eawrence 
Sanguinetti 
and wife, who reside in the dw elling 
house, and have charge ot the place. 
The fire destroyed the large bain aud 
shed adjaecnt, with about 40 tons of 
hay. 
A lso a cabin 
in which was 
stored some five tons of grain, also 
the wagon shed, iu which was the 
delivery 
wagon 
worth 8200, aud u 
cart, with a quantity of harness. 
In 
the corral was a stack of hay, which 
also went up in the smoke. 
The 
total Joss will toot up between 31500 
and 32000. 
There was a very small 
insurance about 3250 on the barn. 
A 
number went from Jackson and by 
back 
firing managed 
to keep tbe 
flames from spreading through tbe 
dry grass.

Rev. W inning has married 
thirty-four couples, 
baptized lorty- 
tive 
children 
and 
twelve 
adults, 
officiated at ninety-seven 
funerals, 
made upwards of one thousand five 
hundred pastoral oalls, preached over 
two hundred and fifty sermons and 
otherwise “ kept busy,” and he goes 
to conference with the seem ing good 
w ill of all our com m unity.

ANATOMY OF AN OYSTER. 


The 
p iv a lv e ’a 
Orgrnna 
and 
W here 
T hey Are Located. 
E very oyster has a mouth, a heart, a 
liver, a stom ach and other necessary 
internal organs, including a set of cun­ 
ningly devised intestines. 
The mouth 
is a t the sm all end of the oyster’s body, 
near the hinge of the shell. 
It is oval 
in shape, and, though not readily dis­ 
covered by an unpracticed eye, it may 
be easily located by gently pushing a 
blunt bodkin or sim ilar instrum ent 
along the folds of the surface of the 
body a t the place mentioned. Connect­ 
ed w ith the m outh is the canal which 
the oyster uses in conveying food to 
the stomach, from whence it passes in­ 
to the curious little set of netted and 
tw isted intestines referred to in the 
opening. 
To discover the h eart of an oyster 
the fold of tlesh which oysterm en call 
the “m antle” m ust be removed.

E vidence is accum ulating to show 
th a t the chem ical elem ents in general 
are n o t as fixed and u n alterab le as 
was supposed a few years ago. 
In 
G erm any, R. F abinyi has prepared 
ch lo rin e by adding su lp h u ric acid to 
a m ix tu re of potassium perchrom ate 
and sodium chloride, and in another 
exp erim ent bv adding sodium chloride 
d rop by 
drop 
to 
potassium p e r­ 
chrom ate m ixed w ith su lp h u ric acid. 
The 
two 
specim ens 
of 
chlorine 
differed m aterially, although prepared 
from th e sam e m aterials and neither 
showed any im p u rity on being tested. 
T he 
second 
specim en 
was 
m uch 
d ark er and more greeuisb than the 
tirst, and in aqueous solution it was 
m uch m ore rapidly transform ed by 
lig h t into hydrochloric acid. 
The 
ex p erim enter th in k s the ch lorine atom 
may vary in stru c tu re as radioactive 
bodies seem to do. 


The aq u atic p lan ts ot a pond have 
an im p o rtan t influence upon th e fishes 
in th e w ater. 
The investigations ot 
K. H. Pearl, the A m erican botanist, 
prove th a t m ost rooted w ater plants 
ex trac t m ineral food from the ground, 
and such vegetation as the pondweed 
(Potam ogetón) aids flshcs by adding 
m in eral substances to the w ater. 
On 
th e other hand, the bornw ort (Cera- 
to p h y liu m ) unfits a lake for fish life, 
as it takes its own food from th e salts 
in th e water. 


F ren ch aeronautic a u th o rities have 
given th e nam e “ ae ro n ef,” or avia­ 
tio n app aratus, to a flying m achine 
th a t is heavier than th e air.

varieties include : ( i ) t h e helicopter,

On the m arble seat in the 
shado of the tree H ippocrates, the 
fath er ot m edicine, is supposed to 
have 
tau g h t 
th e healing a rt four 
cen tu ries before C hrist. 
The tree, 
therefore, m ust be considerably more 
than 2000 years old, and the S ultan 
holds it in such veneration th a t it is 
closely guarded day and night. 
W ith 
steam -generated cu rre n t is the greatest 
in d u strial extravagance ot tho age. 
D r. Feuerbach, 
a E uropean lam p 
factory 
sup erin ten d en t, 
cites 
the 
C uban 
fire 
fly’s 
phosphorescence, 
which contains 90 per cent ot light 
and only 1 per cent ot heat, and con­ 
trasts th is w ith the lum inous efll 
ciency ot the 
incandescent 
lamp, 
w hich he finds to be only 1 per cent. 
A nother electrician shows th at the 
incandescent 
lam p 
consum es one- 
ten th horse-pow er for a lig h t of 16 
candles, 
w hich is ten tim es th s con­ 
sum ption of th e electric arc for an 


m uch difficulty, a B ritish 
surgeon 
lately secured a few twigs, leaves and 
catk in s as m useum specim ens. 
T he incandescent 
lam p 
fed 
by 
equal effect. 
The energy ot coal 
being 100 per cent, it is con tin u ed , a 
first class engine recovers 13 per cent 
the electric generato r of 95 per cent 
efficiency m akes available 12.35 per

per cent of the whole.

efit of the “curious” It is occasionally 
done. 
W hen the m antle has been re­ 
moved the heart, shaped like a crescent 
or horned moon, is laid to -th e view. 
The oyster’s h eart is m ade up of two 
parts, ju st like th at of a hum an being, 
one of which receives the blood from 
the gills and the other drives it out 
through the arteries. 
The liver is 
found in the im m ediate vicinity of the 
h eart and stom ach and is a queer 
shaped little organ, which is supposed 
to perform all the functions of a blood 
Alter. 


JAVA’S ISLAND OF FIRE. 


It la R ea lly a Lake of R o llin s, Dnb- 
b lin g Mod and Slim e. 
The greatest natural wouder in Java, 
if not in the entire world, is the justly 
celebrated “Gheko K am dka Gumko," 
or “Home of the H ot Devils," known 
to the world as the Island of Fire. 
This geological singularity is really a 
lake of boiling m ud situated a t about 
the center of the plains of Grobogana 
and Is called an island because the 
great em erald sea of vegetation which 
surrounds it gives it th a t appearance. 
The “island” is about tw o miles in cir­ 
cumference, and is situated a t a dis­ 
tance of alm ost exactly fifty miles 
from Solo. 
N ear the center of this 
geological freak im mense columns of 
soft, hot m ud may be seen continually 
rising and falling like great tim bers 
th ru st through the boiling substratum 
by giant hands and the again quickly 
w ithdraw n. 
Besides the phenomenon 
of the boiling m ud columns there are 
scores of gigantic bubbles of hot slime 
th at fill up Jike huge balloons and keep 
up a series of constant explosions, the 
intensity of the detonations varying 
w ith the size of the bubble. In tim e 
past, so the Javanese authorities say, 
there w as a tall spirelike column of 
baked m ud on the w est edge of the 
lake which constantly belched a pure 
stream of cold w ater, but this has long 
been obliterated, and everything is 
now a seething m ass of bubbling mud 
and slime. 


EYEGLASSES. 


H ow to P at Them on and T ake Them 
Off Properly. 
There is nothing which more com­ 
pletely changes the effect of a pair of 
eyeglasses than the habit of crowding 
them on the nose w ith one hand. 
The 
best efforts a t fitting and adjusting are 
all b ro u g h t to naught by a person who 
has acquired th at h a b it 
The proper way to take off glasses 
is to take bold of the bridge and lift 
off gently w ithout dragging or pulling 
out of shape. 
To take off spectacles 
take hold of the right tem ple w ith the 
right hand and lift it off the ear. Then 
tu rn the head to the right and the left 
tem ple will fall off easily. 
The average w earer of glasses when 
he is cleaning them takes hold of the 
bridge. 
The consequence is th at he 
gradually w orks the bridge out of 
shape, and every rub he gives the lens 
gives a tw ist to the bridge, and In 
course of tim e the bridge or the lens 
breaks w hen he least expects it. There 
are probably ‘more glasses broken in 
this w ay than any other. 
The correct w ay to clean them is to 
take hold of one of the eye pieces 
where the glass is Bcrewed on the puter 
edge and clean the lens, and then re­ 
verse the glasses, take it by the other 
end piece and repeat the process on 
th a t lens. 


She D idn’t Sleep W ell.

The F irst Steam er That P lied For 
H ire !u Great B ritain. 
Among the curiosities of advertising 
may surely be placed the first ad­ 
vertisem ent of the first steam er th at 
plied for hire in G reat B ritain—namely, 
H enry Bell's Comet. Thus ran the ad­ 
vertisem ent in the Glasgow Courier of 
1812: 
“Steam passage boat, the Comet, be­ 
tween Glasgow, Greenock and Heleus- 
burg. 
F o r passengers only. 
The sub­ 
scriber having a t much expense fitted 
up a handsom e vessel to ply upon the 
river 
Clyde betw een Glasgow aud 
Greenock—to sail by th e pow er of 
wind, air and steam —be Intends th at 
the vessel shall leave the Broomielaw 
on Tuesdays, Thursdays and Satur­ 
days about m idday or a t such tim e 
thereafter as m ay answ er from tho 
state of the tide and tq leave Greenock 
ou Mondays, W ednesdays and Fridays 
in the m orning to suit the tide. 
The 
elegance, comfort, safety and speed 
of this vessel require only to be proved 
to m eet the approbation of the public, 
and the proprietor is determ ined to do 
everything in his power to m erit public 
encouragem ent. The term s are for the 
present 4 shillings for the best cabin 
and 3 shillings for the second, but be­ 
yond these rates nothing is to be al­ 
lowed to servants or any other person 
employed about the vesse),” 
W hat would poor neglected H enry 
Bell have said could he have seen his 
hum ble little Comet, of whose elegance, 
com fort and speed he w as so proud, 
alongside a modern ocean racer or one 
of the latest palatial river steam ers of 
the Clyde or Thames, all so w ell ad­ 
vertised?—C ham bers’ Journal. 


W hy T im othy Gras» Is So Called. 
The forage grass know n to the farm ­ 
ers of the U nited States as tim othy is 
so called because first Introduced and 
extensively cultivated in this country 
by one Tim othy H anson, a farm er of 
M aryland. 
This species of grass is 
well know n in E ngland and all over 
w estern continental Europe, w here It 
is grow n extensively by m ost farm ers 
betw een the M editerranean and the 
North seas. The botanical nam e of this 
grass is Phleum pratense. Tim othy is 
know n in the B ritish isles as cat’s tail 
grass aud in several of our eastern 
states as herd, or herd’s, grass. It was 
grow n in large quantities in M aryland 
and Pennsylvania long before a spear 
of it had ever been seen in England, 
the first seed of it ever seen in the last 
nam ed country being im ported from 
America.

H e 
rushed into the big tent, bu t there w as 
ne'er a drop of w ater to be bad. In his 
excitem ent he invaded the dressing 
tent. Fannie Jam ieson, the bareback 
rider, w as w ringing out a p air of pink 
tights, the aniline dye coloring the w a­ 
ter a very pretty shade. Conklin didn’t 
stop to ask any questions. H a grabbed 
up the tu b aud ran. Into the tub be 
threw some acid and the property lem­ 
on aud called out:

A G astronom ic Trium ph W ith a Na­ 
tio n a l R eputation. 
This celebrated stew originated in 
B runsw ick county, Va., from which it 
takes its nam e—a county m ost fam ous 
in antebellum days for its perfect 
cuisine 
and 
gastronom ical 
predilec­ 
tions. The originator w as either Mr. 
H askins or Mr. Stith, each claiming 
during a long life the distinction of 
having m ade the first stew aud dviug 
w ithout a proper adjustm ent of the con­ 
troversy. ' W hile m ade everyw here in 
the habitable globe, it is seldom made 
properly. It w as introduced iu Paris 
by Judge John T. Masou of Virginia. 
Only iu Brunsw ick county is this stew 
so appetizing, so piquant in the season­ 
ing to be fouud )U all its perfection. 
To this rem ark of tho w riter m ade to 
a gentlem an in the far south he re­ 
plies, “The egotism 
of a 
Virginian 
suggests perfection iu all things there, 
aud the slow pace of the state ample 
tim e to arrive a t it.” The recipe is as 
follows: One of three kinds of m eat is 
used—lamb, chicken or squirrel. 
If 
chicken, it Is first parboiled, cut up as 
if to fry, the outer skin removed, then 
put on in hot w ater—a-plenty to cover 
it—a large onion cut fine, a large slice 
of m iddling m eat cut fine, black and 
red pepper in abundance and salt. 
A fter cooking until the bones can be 
extracted, and hot w ater added if not 
enough, corn cut off the cob and to­ 
matoes chopped fine are added, w ith 
half a pound of butter, more pepper 
and salt. 
Before serving add stale 
light breadcrum bs. 
Never add Irish 
potatoes or b u tter beans or any vege­ 
table save corn and tom atoes. Serve 
iu a tureen. I t should be the consist­ 
ency of thick soup and very highly sea­ 
soned. 
I t is considered one of the 
finest of stew s and has a national 
reputation.—Richmond Times.
